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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
1/6/2005 has been entered. 

Applicants canceling claims 31-42 and 65-107 without prejudice in the paper of 
1/6/2005, is acknowledged. Claims 53-64 are at issue and are present for examination. 

Applicants' arguments filed on 1/6/2005, have been fully considered and are 
deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of the rejections previously applied. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 54 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
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convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

In claim 54, the recitation "Gene Site Saturation Mutagenesis ™" is not supported 
by the original disclosure and is thus considered new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 54 contains the trademark/trade name Gene Site Saturation Mutagenesis 

™. Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or 

describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the 

requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 

USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade 

name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A 

trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods 

themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 

associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade 

name is used to identify/describe gene site saturated mutagenesis and, accordingly, the 

identification/description is indefinite.
